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The  Bureau  is  organized  into  four  permanent  divisions:  1.  The  Labor 
Division,  engaged  in  the  collection  and  tabulation  of  Statistics  of  Strikes 
and  Lockouts,  Prevailing  Time-Rates  of  Wages  and  Hours  of  Labor, 
Labor  Organizations,  Emplojrment,  and  other  data  relative  to  the  con- 
dition of  labor  in  the  Commonwealth;  2.  The  Manufactures  Division, 
which  collects  and  tabulates  Statistics  of  Manufactures;  3.  The  Municipal 
Division,  which  collects  and  tabulates  Statistics  of  Municipal  Finances; 
4.  The  Free  Employment  Offices  Division,  embracing  the  administration  of 
the  State  Free  Employment  Offices,  of  which  there  are  three,  located 
respectively  at  8  Kneeland  Street,  Boston;  24  Bridge  Street,  Springfield; 
and  41  North  Main  Street,  Fall  River.  During  the  period  of  taking  and 
compiling  the  Census  a  fifth,  the  Census  Division,  is  organized. 

The  functions  of  the  Bureau  and  the  duties  of  the  Director  are  sum- 
marized in  Section  1  of  Chapter  371  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  Provide  for  a  Bureau  of  Statistics,"  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  bureau  of  statistics,  the  duties  of  which 
shall  be  to  collect,  assort,  arrange,  and  publish  statistical  information 
relative  to  the  commercial,  industrial,  social,  educational,  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  people,  the  productive  industries  of  the  commonwealth, 
and  the  financial  affairs  of  the  cities  and  towns;  to  establish  and  main- 
tain free  employment  offices  as  provided  for  by  chapter  four  hundred 
and  thirty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and 
amendments  thereof;  and  to  take  the  decennial  census  of  the  common- 
wealth required  by  the  constitution  and  present  the  results  thereof  in 
such  manner  as  the  general  court  may  determine.

been  selected  from  the  Annual  Reports 
of  the  Commissioner-General  of  linmi- 
gration  for  the  years  1896  to  1911,  and 
from  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Immigration  for  the  years 
1S92  to  1895.

5  In  ji^jg  table  the  returns  for  the  years  1906-1911  are  not  .strictly  comparable  with  those  for  the  earlier  years 
because  in  1905  and  in  prior  years  alt  aliens  arriving  at  ports  of  the  United  States,  with  the  exception  of  those 
merely  in  transit  to  other  countries,  were  reported  as  "alien  arrivals."  During  the  years  1906-1911  there  have 
been  segregated  from  those  arri^Hng  not  only  aliens  in  transit,  but  all  aliens  returning  from  visits  abroad  to  resume 
previously  established  permanent  domiciles  in  the  United  States,  and  all  coming  simply  as  visitors  or  tourists 
with  the  intention  of  returning  to  homes  abroad.

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Immigration  Chart  —  Showing  Number  of  Immigrant  Aliens  Admitted  to  the  United 
States  and  Number  Destined  for  Massachusetts,  1892-1911. 
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On  reference  to  Table  I  on  the  preced- 
ing page  and  to  the  above  chart,  based 
on  the  facts  presented  in  that  table,  it 
will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  con- 
siderable fluetnation  in  the  volnme  of 
immigration  to  the  United  States  in  each 
year  and  also  in  the  number  of  immi- 
grant aliens  destined  for  Massachusetts. 
In  1892  the  total  number  admitted  to 
the  United  States  Avas  579,663,  but  this 
high  figure  was  not  approached  again 
until  1902  when  the  number  admitted 
was  648,743,  a  total,  however,  which  has 
been  exceeded  each  year  since  1902.  In 
1907  (the  record  year  of  immigration  to 
the  United  States  and  also  to  Massachu- 
setts) the  total  number  admitted  to  the 
United  States  was  1,285,349,  of  which 
number  85,583,  or  6.7  per  cent,  were 
destined  for  Massachusetts.  The  period 
roughly  including  the  yeai^s  1908  and 
1909  was  one  of  general  industrial  de- 
pression throughout  the  country  and  was 
marked  by  a  decided  decrease  in  the  vol- 
ume of  immigration  to  the  United  States 
and  by  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the 
number  destined  for  Massachusetts.  The 
figures  for  the  year  1910,  however, 
showed  a  large  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding  years   and   an    approach    to    the 


remarkable  totals  for  the  prosperous 
years  just  preceding  the  recent  period 
of  depression,  the  number  admitted  in 
1910  having  again  passed  the  million 
mark  with  a  total  of  1,041,570  immi- 
grant aliens  admitted  to  the  United 
States,  of  Avhich  number  82,666,  or  7.9 
per  cent,  Avere  destined  for  Massachu- 
setts.^ In  1911  there  was  a  decided  fall- 
ing off  in  the  number  admitted  as 
compared  with  the  number  admitted  in 
1910,  the  total  for  1911  having  been 
878,587,  of  which  number,  70,811,  or 
8.1  per  cent,  were  destined  for  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Numerically  considered,  Massachusetts 
has  always  been  one  of  the  leading 
States  in  this  country  as  a  declai'ed  des-' 
tination  for  immigrants.  For  at  least 
a  score  of  years  it  has  been  either  third 
or  fourth  in  rank,  having  been  exceeded 
only  by-  NeAv  York,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Illinois,  and,  during  the  period  1894- 
1904,  only  by  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

In  1892  the  percentage  of  total  alien 
arrivals  in  the  United  States  who  were 
destined  for  Massachusetts  was  6.9;  in 
1893  the  percentage  increased  to  8.1: 
in  1S94  to  9.1;  and,' in  1895,  to  11.6,— 


1  The  number  of  immigrant  aliens  admitted  to  the  United  States  during  the  five  months  ending  November 
30, 1911,  was  295,629  as  compared  with  393, S16  during  the  corresponding  five  montiis  ending  Novembsr  30, 1910. 
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the  highest  percentage  reached  during 
the  entire  20-year  period,  1892-1911. 
Since  1895  the  percentages  have  been 
successively  less  each  year  until  1906, 
when  the  percentage  was  6.7  per  cent, 
—  the  lowest  noted  during  the  period. 
In  1907  the  percentage  remained  the 
same  as  in  1906,  then  increased  to 
7.3  in  1908  and  to  8.1  in  1909,  fell  to 
7.9  in  1910  and  in  1911  it  rose  again  to 
8.1.  This  percentage  for  1911  cor- 
responds very  closely  with  the  average 
percentage  (7.9)  for  the  entire  20-year 
period. 

Within  recent  years  there  has  been  a 
notable  change  in  the  sources  of  immi- 
gration. Formerly  a  very  large  part 
of  our  immigration  was  from  Teutonic 
and  Celtic  countries  of  northern  and 
western  Europe.  During  the  past  year 
only  about  23  per  cent  came  from  these 
countries,  Avhile  the  bulk  of  the  immi- 
gration was  from  the  Iberic  and  Slavonic 
countries  of  southern  and  eastern  Europe 
and  from  the  western  part  of  Asia.^ 
While  Massachusetts  receives  a  rather 
smaller  percentage  of  these  people  than 
the  country  as  a  whole,  it  appears, 
nevertheless,  that  about  45  per  cent  of 
the  immigrant  aliens  destined  for  Massa- 
chusetts in  1911  were  of  Iberic  and 
Slavonic  origin. 

Table  II  presents,  by  races  or  peoples, 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1911,  the 
number    of    immigrant    aliens    admitted 
to   the    United    States   and   the   number 
destined    for    Massachusetts,    with    cor- 
responding  percentages.      In   this   table 
the  15  leading  races  or  peoples   (north 
and    south    Italians     being    separately 
'specified)    are  arranged  in  the  order  of 
the  numbers  destined  for  Massachusetts, 
1  but   the   races   specified   do   not   include 
I  all  of  the   leading  races   so   far   as   the 
numbers  admitted   to  the  United  States 
i  are   concerned,   nor   in   the   same   order. 
iiOf  the  159,638  Italians  (south)  admitted 
ito   the   United    States    during   the   year 
1 1911,  13,318,  or  8.3  per  cent,  were  des- 


tined for  Massachusetts,  numerically  out- 
classing all  other  races  with  respect  to 
destination  for  Massachusetts.  Follow- 
ing the  Italians  in  order  of  importance 
as  to  the  number  of  immigrant  aliens 
destined  for  Massachusetts  the  leading 
races  or  peoples  are  as  follows :  English, 
7,149;  Irish,  6,899;  Polish,  6,152;  He- 
brew, 5,361;  and  Greek,  5,223. 

Without  reference  to  the  absolute 
numbers  of  each  race  destined  for  Mas- 
sachusetts, it  will  be  observed  that  51.7 
per  cent  of  the  Portuguese  admitted  to 
the  United  States  Avere  destined  for 
Massachusetts  (as  compared  with  55.2 
per  cent  in  1910  and  62.9  per  cent  in 
1909),  and  the  corresponding  percent- 
ages for  other  races  or  peoples  showing 
over  10  per  cent  so  destined  were: 
African  (black),  20.0;  French,  17.7; 
Irish,  17.1;  Lithuanian,  15.2;  Finnish, 
15.1;  Greek,  14.1;  English,  12.5;  and 
Scotch,  12.0.  The  percentages  for  these 
several  races  vary  but  little  from  the 
corresponding  percentages  in  1910,  ex- 
cept that  for  the  French  the  percentage 
of  the  total  number  admitted  who  were 
destined  for  Massachusetts  was  notice- 
ably smaller  in  1911,  being  17.7  as  com- 
pared with  24.5  for  1910.  The  large 
percentages  destined  for  Massachusetts 
represent  the  attractiveness  of  this  State 
over  other  States  for  the  races  or  peoples 
just  mentioned.  On  the  other  band 
large  numbers  of  immigrant  aliens  of 
certain  other  races  come  to  the  United 
States  of  whom  only  a  small  number 
declare  their  destination  to  be  Massa- 
chusetts. Thus  out  of  66,471  Germans 
admitted  to  the  United  States  only  849 
were  destined  for  Massachusetts;  of 
21,415  Slovaks,  only  116 ;  of  19,996  Mag- 
yars, only  35;  of  18,982  Croatians  and 
Slovenians,  only  35 ;  of  18,784  Mexicans, 
only  10;  of  17,724  Ruthenians  (Russ- 
niak)  only  552;  of  13,862  Dutch  and 
Flemish,  only  379;  and  of  10,222  Bul- 
garians, Servians,  and  Montenegrins, 
only  90.

For  comparison  with  Table  II  the 
following  table  (Table  III)  has  been 
compiled,  showing  similar  data  for  the 
five-year  period,  1907-1911,  the  races 
or  peoples  being  arranged  in  the  same 
order  as  in  Table  II.  The  eight  leading- 
races  arranged  in  the  order  of  numbers 
destined  for  Massachusetts  were,  for  the 
period  as  a  whole,  Italian,  Polish,  Irish, 
English,  Hebrew,  Greek,  Portuguese,  and 
French.  The  Italians  (south)  ranked  first 
for  each  of  the  five  years  of  the  period, 
the  Poles  ranked  second  for  the  period  as 
a  whole,  but  fell  to  fourth  place  in  1911, 
while  the  English,  who  ranked  fourth 
for    the    period    as    a    whole,    advanced 


to  the  second  place  in  1911.  The 
Irish,  Hebrews,  Greeks,  Portuguese,  and 
French  maintained  respectively  the  third, 
fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  places 
both  for  the  period  as  a  whole  and  for 
the  year  1911.  It  will  be  further  ob- 
served on  reference  to  the  table  that 
during  the  five-year  period  55.4  per  cent 
of  the  Portuguese,  18.2  per  cent  of  the 
French,  17.9  per  cent  of  the  Africans 
(black),  17.5  per  cent  of  the  Irish,  15.7 
per  cent  of  the  Finnish,  and  15.5  per 
cent  of  the  Lithuanians  admitted  to  the 
United  States  were  destined  for  Massa- 
chusetts.

Table  IV  shows,  by  occupations,  for 
the  year  1911  the  number  of  immigrant 
aliens  admitted  to  the  United  States,  the 
number  destined  for  Massachusetts,  and 
the  corresponding'  percentages.  From 
this  table  it  appears  that  of  the  alien 
arrivals  admitted  to  the  United  States 
5.2  per  cent  of  those  in  the  professional 
class,  7.8  per  cent  of  the  skilled  work- 
men, 8.2  per  cent  of  the  miscellaneous 
unskilled  workmen,  and  8.0  per  cent  of 
those  having  no  occupation  (including 
Avomen  and  children)  were  destined  for 
Massachusetts  as  compared  with  8.1  per 
<?ent  of  all  classes  so  destined.  Of  the 
total  number  of  immigrant  aliens  des- 
tined for  Massachusetts  16.5  per  cent 
were  skilled  workmen,  while  of  the  total 
number  of  immigrant  aliens  admitted  to 
the  United  States  16.9  per  cent  were 
skilled  workmen,  showing  that  in  1911 
Massachusetts  received  nearly  the  same 
percentage  of  skilled  workmen  as  the 
country  at  large. 


A  consideration  by  occupations  shows 
that  of  the  176,003  farm  laborers  ad- 
mitted to  the  United  States,  12,247,  or 
7.0  per  cent,  were  destined  for  Massa- 
chusetts; of  the  155,996  laborers,  14,196, 
or  9.1  per  cent,  were  so  destined ;  and  of 
the  107,153  servants,  10,580,  or  9.9  per 
cent,  similarly  declared  their  destination 
to  be  this  State.  Under  certain  occupa- 
tions notably  large  percentages  of  those 
admitted  to  the  United  States  were  des- 
tined for  Massachusetts,  thus  38.4  per 
cent  of  the  textile  workers  (not  speci- 
fied), 29.3  per  cent  of  the  weavers  and 
spinners,  12.9  per  cent  of  the  iron  and 
steel  workers,  and  12.2  per  cent  of 
machinists  admitted  to  the  United  States 
were  destined  for  Massachusetts.  Of 
the  9,992  miners  admitted  to  the  United 
States  only  268  were  destined  for  Mas- 
sachusetts; of  the  4,509  mariners  only 
240;  of  the  3,912  bakers  only  260;  of 
the  3,667  painters  and  glaziers  only  278.

Tables  V  and  VI  present  the  detailed 
information  for  each  of  the  five  years, 
1907-1911,  from  which  Table  III  has 
been  compiled.  By  reference  to  Table 
V  one  may  observe  the  fluctuations  in 
the  numbers  of  alien  immigrants  destined 
for  Massachusetts  during-  the  several 
years  specified.  The  total  decrease  in  the 
number  of  immigrant  aliens  destined  for 


Massachusetts  in  1911  as  compared  with 

1910  was  11,855.  The  largest  numerical 
decreases  wei'e  Polish,  3,399 ;  Italians 
(south),  2,864;  French,  1,954;  and  Fin- 
nish, 1,076.  Of  the  15  races  or  peoples 
specified  only  four  showed  increases  in 

1911  over  1900,  namely,  Hebrews,  668; 
Africans  (black),  404;  Russians,  399; 
and  Irish,  320.

During  the  year  1911  the  total  number 
of  emigTaut  aliens  departed  from  Massa- 
chusetts was  13,889,  or  4.7  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  departed  from  the 
United  States,  which  percentage  is  less 
than  the  corresponding  percentage,  8.1, 
representing  the  ratio  between  the  num- 


ber admitted  to  the  United  States  and 
number  destined  for  Massachusetts  dur- 
ing the  same  year,  and  indicates  a  lesser 
disposition  to  leave  the  country  on  the 
part  of  immigrant  aliens  in  Massachu- 
setts than  on  the  part  of  the  immigrant 
aliens  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole. 
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The  net  increase  in  the  alien  population 
of  Massachusetts  due  to  immigration 
during  the  year  1911,  represented  by  the 
difference  between  the  number  destined 
for  and  the  number  departed  from  this 
State,  was  56,922,  no  deduction  being 
made,  however,  for  the  number  of  nat- 
uralized citizens  who  have  left  this  State 
for  permanent  residence  abroad.  The 
largest  net  increases  were :  Italians 
(south),  8,862;  English,  6,589;  Irish, 
6,562;  Hebrew,  5,210;  Greek,  4,024; 
Polish,  3,971;  Portuguese,  3,063;  and 
French,  3,030.  It  will  be  observed  that 
more  Turks  departed  from  Massachu- 
setts in  1911  than  entered  the  State  in 
that  year,  the  net  decrease  being  132. 


Table  IX  shows,  by  occupations,  the 
number  of  emigrant  aliens  who  departed 
from  the  United  States  and  Massachu- 
setts during  the  year  1911,  Avith  percent- 
ages. Of  the  13,889  departing  from 
Massachusetts  during  the  year,  9,590, 
or  69.0  per  cent,  were  unskilled  Avork- 
men;  2,660  had  no  occupation  (including 
women  and  children)  ;  1,500  were  skilled 
workmen;  and  139  belonged  to  the 
professional  class.  The  total  number  of 
unskilled  workmen  destined  for  Massa- 
chusetts in  1911  was  38,909,  or  54.9  per 
cent  of  the  total  in  all  occupations  so 
destined.  Thus  it  appears  that  a  larger 
proportion  of  those  leaving  the  State 
than  of  those  entering  were  unskilled.
